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Regional  Plan  Association  is  in  the  midst  of  a  major  study, 
funded  by  The  Ford  Foundation,  of  the  1970  Census  of  the  New  York 
Region.     Since  the  first  report  on  our  analysis  will  not  be  published 
until  later  this  year,  we  are  providing  you  with  the  enclosed  popu- 
lation data  by  county  for  1970  compared  with  1960  and  1950. 

Also  included  is  a  listing  of  publications  available  from  the 
U.S.  Bureau  of  the  Census  and  of  agencies  in  the  Region  which  will 
be  concerned  in  one  way  or  another  with  the  Census. 

Regional  Plan  will  be  publishing  the  early  results  of  its 
studies  as  issues  of  Regional  Plan  News.     The  first  will  deal  with 
national  growth  and  settlement  trends  during  the  period  1950-1970, 
relating  these  trends  to  changes  taking  place  in  the  Region  and 
their  implications  for  national  urban  policy.     The  second  publica- 
tion is  directed  at  the  dimensions  of  the  Region's  changes  in  terms 
of  population  distribution,  employment,  housing,  and  land  develop- 
ment, providing  background  for  analyzing  basic  policy  alternatives 
to  shape  the  Region's  growth. 

Other  publications  will  follow.

CENSUS  COMPUTER  TAPES 


The  major  portion  of  the  results  of  the  1970  Census  will  be 
produced  in  a  set  of  six  tabulation  counts,  which  are  being  designed 
to  provide  data  with  much  greater  subject  and  geographic  detail  than 
it  is  feasible  or  desirable  to  publish  in  printed  reports.  This 
data  will  be  available  on  magnetic  computer  tape  (and  in  some  cases 
on  printouts  and  microfilm)  at  the  cost  of  preparing  the  copy. 

Except  for  the  fifth  count,  the  tapes  will  be  arranged  so  that 
data  for  individual  states  can  be  purchased.     The  cost  per  reel  is 
$60  (tape  included). 

First  Count  (completed) :    Approximately  400  cells  of  population  and 
housing  data  for  each  one  of  the  250,000  enumeration  districts  in 
the  Nation. 

Second  Count  (completed):    Approximately  3,500  cells  of  population 
and  housing  data  for  each  one  of  the  35,000  tracts  and  35,000  census 
county  subdivisions  in  the  Nation. 

Third  Count   (completed) :     Approximately  250  cells  of  population  and 
housing  data  for  each  one  of  the  1,500,000  blocks  in  the  Nation. 

Fourth  Count  (March  1972):     Approximately  13,000  cells  of  population 
and  housing  data  for  each  one  of  the  35,000  tracts  and  35,000  census 
county  subdivisions  in  the  Nation;  also  about  30,000  cells  of  data 
for  each  county. 

Fifth  Count  (April  1972) :  Approximately  800  cells  of  population  and 
housing  data  for  five-digit  ZIP  Code  areas  in  SMSA's  and  three-digit 
ZIP  Code  areas  outside  SMSA's. 

Sixth  Count  (June  1972):     Approximately  260,000  cells  of  population 
and  housing  data  for  each  state,  SMSA,  and  the  larger  cities  and 
counties.
